port the unemployed, 


"Resolved, That we regard 
with 


iilarm and condemnation the recent im- 
plied threat on the part of our elate 
authorities to respond to cries of hunger 
among the unemployed with bullets, 
bayonets and gatling guns,^instead of 
bread or work. 
"Resolved, We condemn all projects 


looking lo the cession of the arid land 
by congress to the states and territories, 
as part of a scheme by corporation and 
monopoly agents, who expect to ob- 
tain from the legislatures of such stales 
nnd teritorics' control of the water 
sources and means of irrigation of said 
lands, amounting to about (500,000,000 of 
acres, and thereby control said lands 
and enslave the purchasers thereof. 


"And we demand that congress pro- 


vide for the irrigation of said lands and 
the permanent ownership of the waters 
and means of irrigation, so that said 
lands may be -had bv actual settlers in 
email quantities at the cosl of such im- 
provement, and 
with the perpetual 


water right at cost—which improvement 
by the nation will also employ ti largo 
portion of Die unemployed.'1 


After the adoption of these resolutions 


the result of the deliberations of the Ir- 
rigation congress recently held at I-.OB 
Angeles was read and referred to the 
commillee on resolutions.

GRAIN GROWERS. 


A Correspondent Suggests That 


They Irrigate. 


KIHTIW ItiTUiii.ii'AN:—How many of 


our grain fanners aro working their 
places to the beat advantage? Not all 
of them, 1 ettn assure you. Suppose the 
farmer of a section of land anywhere 
under possible irrigation facilities goes 
on year after year dr.y; seeding the land 
lo grain and harvesting the crop, how 
will he eventually come out? If he has 
a good pair of shoes to walk out in after 
a few yearn lie may be thankful, if he is 
DHL of debt. 
Jlut bow different it is where the 


farmer uses good judgment to start in 
with by selecting laud millleiciitly level 
to admit of irrigation, und follows it up 
by Hooding tin- land before plowing and 
needing it In the fall. The cost of plow- 
ing, seeding and harvesting tho eroj) is 
the same, no matter whether tho yield 
ia len bushels or forty bushels per aere.

o be applied monthly. Tho fourteenth 
ectiou provides for the purchase of 
aluminium for coinage of the currency 
o the amount of the appropriation. 
The coins are to bo 1, 5, 10, 25 and 50 
eiits, tttnl$l, $3, §10. $20(and multiples 
f $20). This currency is to be the legal 
ender for all debts, public, and private.
